Two people that really care

It was once said by Josh Billings 
(Henry W heeler Shaw) that in youth. 
we run into difficulties; in old age, 
difficulties run into us. Sad, but true 
Not all senior citizens are physically 
active, financially secure and healthy 
during their retirem ent years, but now. 
since 
the 
organization 
of 
Help 
Anonymous, and supporting service 
funded by the Ohio Commission on 
Aging, these people can turn to M arsha 
Davis and Julie H arris, for advice, 
guidance, and w hatever else they need 
Help Anonymous is not directed 
tow ards any specific age group, but 
Mrs. Davis reports that m any of her 
calls are from older people who are 
seeking aid. Julie H arris, who works in 
the sam e office as Mrs. Davis, is the 
supporting services staff person for 
Fayette County. She is a direct service 
provider and thinks nothing of getting a 
prescription filled for a person who is 
unable to do this for him self, or hauling 
a person’s dirty clothes to the laun­ 
drom at. Ms. H arris deals exclusively 
with senior citizens 
“ I provide transportation for the 
senior citizens when necessary I visit 
their hom es and I help them fill out 
M edicare and income tax forms and 
assist them when they apply for Social 
Security, which can be a com plicated 
process,” Ms. H arris stated, when 
asked what her duties as a supporting 
service person entailed. “ Actually, I do 
just about anything that needs to be 
done.” 
Everything, that is done by these two 
women, is strictly confidential 
For 
instance, if Mrs. Davis wants some 
background 
information 
from 
the 
w elfare 
departm ent 
concerning 
a 
person who has contacted her, 
a 
release form m ust first be signed by the 
person in question before Mrs. Davis 
has access to the individual's files. 
Mrs. Davis said that about 90 per cent 
of the calls that she receives are 
referral 
calls.

needs 
m edical attention, but doesn’t know 


The voice behind Help Anonymous 
feels that there should be a m ental 
healtch clinic in this area 
“ When 
people have a real crisis, they need 
help then, not in a day or in a week The 
only m ental health clinic around is 
located in Chillicothe and a lot of people 
a ren ’t able to go there,” Mrs. Davis 
said. 
Ms. H arris agreed and then added.

older 
people 
think 
of 
psychiatric help as a taboo thing. They 
believe that a person has got to be 
totally nutty to resort to this When we 
come across a case where this sort of 
treatm ent is needed, we try to work 
through the client’s family and gain 
support from them first before con­ 
fronting the person 
Manv tim es it is hard for Mrs. Davis 
and Ms. H arris to m ake a 
total 
assessm ent 
of 
a 
person 
just 
by 
speaking to them on the telephone, 
consequently, 
they 
m ake 
house 
calls” . 
Asked 
if 
they’d

countered a 
sticky 
situation when 
visiting the home of one of their clients, 
who obviously had a problem since 
they’d called, Ms. H arris replied, “No, 
nothing has ever happened. In order to 


These people get into a 
pinch because of m edical bills and 
then, simply because they own their 
home or car, they can ’t qualify for any 
aid even though they really need, and 
deserve it considering that they have 
worked hard all of their lives ” 
Mrs. Davis and Ms. H arris concurred 
that older people are often swindled 
“ Older people are vulnerable, con­ 
sequently. they become easy targets 
for business ventures which aren ’t 
alw ays on the up and up,’ Mrs Davis 
revealed. “ We have had calls con­ 
cerning photography and hearing aid 
deals. We check to see if these ventures 
are registered with the Chamber of 
Com m erce, and if they aren t, we tell 
the persons who have been contacted 
by these dealers to be cautious, 
Mrs. 
Davis said. 
Occasionally the two women will 
check out w hat an individual is paying 
for rent if this person believes the 
am ount is too high. "We just want to 
m ake sure that it is reasonable. We 
really need senior citizen and low in­ 
come housing in this area for people 
who are operating on an extrem ely 
tight budget,” Mrs. Davis stated.

The heaviest presidential prim ary 
day in Am erican history is over with 
President Ford holding off Ronald 
Reagan on w hat might have been a big 
Reagan day and Democratic front- 
runner Jim m y C arter increasing his 
delegate lead. 
There 
w ere 
six 
prim aries 
on 
Tuesday, three in Southern or border 
states and three in the far West, areas 
that are the cornerstone of Reagan's 
Sun Belt strategy. 
But Ford m anaged a split in the 
popular vote, winning as expected in 
Oregon and beating Reagan by narrow 
m argins in Tennesee and Kentucky 
And while R eagan’s bigger wins in 
Nevada, Idaho and A rkansas gave him 
a net gain of 20 delegates on the day, 
the President still leads. 779 delegates 
to 642 for Reagan in the race for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 
C arter won A rkansas, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, but lost Oregon, considered 
the day ’s m ain event, to Sen Frank 
Church. Church also won in his home 
state of Idaho California Gov Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. easily captured the 
Nevada prim ary. 
But 
C arter, 
despite 
the 
mixed 
results, won a total of 136 delegates, 
combining those picked up in prim aries 
with 28 m ore in district conventions in 
Missouri and two in an Alabam a runoff. 
That puts the form er Georgia governor 
past the halfway m ark with 876 of the 
1,505 
delegates 
needed 
for 
the 
D em ocratic nomination 
Rep. M orris K. Udall of Arizona, who 
picked up a scattered six delegates 
Tuesday, rem ains second with 298.5. 
There is also a bloc of 363.5 uncom­ 
m itted votes. 
Reagan had predicted he would win 
at least four of the six and it looked for 
a while like he m ight squeeze out a win 
in Tennessee to m ake his prediction 
good. 
F ord’s 
m argin 
w as 
narrow 
through much of the evening, and 
Reagan pulled to within 123 votes with 
about 50 precincts left to report. 
But those precincts were in the 
Knoxville area, where Ford had done 
well all night and when they were 
finally counted, the President had 
squeezed through to a 1.500-vote vic­ 
tory, although he lost the delegate race 
22-21 
because 
of

by 
Congressional districts 
Stuart 
Spencer, 
Ford’s 
deputy 
cam paign m anager, said the President 
was happy with the results. “ This is the 
night Reagan had to m ake a big com e­ 
back,” Spencer said. “ He didn’t do it.” 
Reagan said he was pleased with his 
wins in Arkansas, Idaho and Nevada 
He said of Kentucky and Tennessee, "I 
feel good doing as well as I did in these 
border states.” 
Church called the Oregon and Idaho 
wins “a quantum leap forward for my 
cam paign.” 
And

added:

But C arter emphasized his delegate

WASHINGTON (AP) - Following 
Rep Wayne H ays’ admission that he 
had a "personal relationship” with a 
woman employe, the question rem ain­ 
ing in dispute is w hether she received 
$14,000 a year at taxpayer expense to be 
his m istress or w hether she was a pro­ 
ductive employe of Congress. 
The Justice D epartm ent is trying to 
resolve that question and the little-used 
House ethics com m ittee may make an 
effort, too. 
Hays, in an emotional speech before 
the full House on Tuesday, adm itted he 
lied 
when 
he 
denied 
having 
a 
relationship with Elizabeth Ray, a 
shapely clerk on the payroll of his 
House Administration Comm ittee But 
he contended he was telling the truth 
when he said he did not keep her on the 
government payroll at $14,000 a year 
just for her sexual services. 
FBI agents were reportedly con­ 
tinuing their investigation 
for 
the 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
of 
Hays 
relationship with Miss Ray as the 
House ethics com m ittee was receiving 
strong pressure to open its own probe. 
Twenty-eight House m em bers, in a 
letter to ethics com m ittee chairm an 
John J. Flynt, urged the panel to launch 
an investigation “in order to guarantee 
the 
integrity 
of 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, its m em bers and its 
com m ittees." 
Flynt was cam paigning in his home 
state of Georgia as Hays made his 
speech adm itting his relationship with 
Miss Ray, but said he was flying to 
Washington im mediately. He said all of 
the requests for an investigation, in­ 
cluding a telephoned request from 
Hays himself, were “inform al,” noting 
his panel could act only on a formal re­ 
quest. 
Four of the 28 m em bers who signed 
the letter asking for the ethics com­ 
m ittee investigation also sent a letter to 
Speaker Carl Albert. Albert and other 
House leaders were in London to accept 
a loan of the Magna Carta for the 
Bicentennial celebration. 
In his confession before the crowded 
House cham ber, the 65-year-old Hays 
denied keeping Miss Ray, 33, on the 
government payroll as his m istress. He 
said he lied about his relationship with 
her because he did not want his new 
wife to find out about it. 
“Six weeks ago, I was m arried to the 
woman I love more than any other 
person or thing in this world ... Prior to 
this time, and for an extended period of 
time, I did have a relationship with 
Elizabeth Ray. I was legally separated 


and single. It was voluntary on her part 
and m ine,” Hays said. 
He said he ended the relationship 
before 
his 
rem arriage. 
He 
was 
divorced from his first wife in January. 
Hays insisted that Miss Ray per­ 
formed office duties for her pay. 
despite her contention that she could 
not type or handle telephones and that 
she did not do any work for Hays’ com­ 
mittee. 
Miss Ray, who says she was on the 
payroll only to be available for sex with 
Hays, 
denied 
Tuesday 
that 
her 
relationship 
with 
the congressman 
ended with his rem arriage. She said 
she had seen him four tim es since his 
m arriage and that they had been in­ 
tim ate twice 
“I ’m not taking anything back I’m 
telling the truth," she said. 
Meanwhile, the Washington Post said 
it found that Miss R ay’s nam e was not 
included on a list of House Adminis­ 
tration Committee employes in mon­ 
thly reports from November 1975 to 
February 1976. Hayes was required to 
file the reports under House rules re ­ 
quiring that all com m ittee employes be 
named 
The report for November 1975, signed 
by Hays on Dec. 15, does not list Miss 
R ay’s name. Her nam e does appear on 
House payroll records. 
Failure to list Miss Ray in the

for

months had the effect of keeping her

“One of the biggest 
problem s this year has been with the 
client’s utility bills. Julie and I work 
with Dayton Power and Light, and 
som etim es with a budget counselor, in 
an attem pt to im press upon our clients 
that they should save money during the 
sum m er months in order to have that 
extra cash they will need in the winter 
to pay their utilities with, 
Mrs. Davis 
stated.

C LEV ELA N D (A P ) - The Ohio 
Lottery Commission trotted out an 
array of new games Tuesday aimed at 
boosting the recently lagging sales and 
offering a wider prize range that will 
produce a greater number of winners. 
And the one expected to be most 
popular is the instant game through 
which ticketholders will 
learn 
im ­ 
mediately whether they get a prize 
simply by rubbing off some gold foil, 
even though the prize may be as little 
as $2 
But it also may be as much as $10,000, 
which ought to evoke considerable spot 
excitement, William Malloy, lottery 
marketing director, says. 
Tuesday marked the initial sale of 
tickets bearing the designation “ TV 
Extra” with an additional five digit 
number in the upper right corner. It 
offers 
prizes 
between 
$1,000 
and 
$20,000 
At the same time, the commission

could accommodate them. They and 
their clients enjoy the privacy of the 
location. Ms. Harris is on the go quite 
often, whereas Mrs, Davis is mostly 
confined to the site since she must be 
there when someone calls. If Mrs. 
Davis should leave, then the Health 
Department picks up all calls made to 
Help Anonymous 
Ms. Harris, who sometimes drives 
older women to their beauty shop 
appointments, said that some people 
seem to think this is frivolous “ They 
ask me why I should take a lady to the 
beauty parlor. Why shouldn’t I? Just 
because a person is old certainly 
doesn’t mean that they’re no longer 
entitled to have their hair done,” she 
said. 
The home visits, which provide the 
much-needed personal interaction that 
is so essential to a program are 
sometimes 
encouraging 
and 
sometimes not. Recently, Ms. Harris 
took a war veteran to a downtown store 
to buy him some clothing. This in­ 
dividual was unable to afford any new 
clothing on his own, and he was also 
incapable of getting 
to 
the 
store 
because he is physically handicapped 
When one sees a person, who has worn 
the same pair of battered shoes for nine 
years, finally get a new pair, it only 
compounds the already evident worth 
of the services provided by Mrs. Davis 
and Ms. Harris. 
On one of Mrs. Davis’ excursions to 
the home of an elderly couple, who had 
their house locked up tigther than a 
drum in spite of the beautiful May day, 
she sat and talked with the couple, who 
were 
made only 
momentarily 
un­ 
comfortable by her presence. Mrs. 
Davis emits a genuine aura of concern 
for elderly people without patronizing 
them. The older people, sensing that 
Mrs. Davis is there to help and not to 
“ nose around," eventually open up and 
reveal what is bothering them. Mrs. 
Davis often suggests that these senior 
citizens take part in the luncheon held 
daily at the First Presbyterian Church 
which is sponsored by 
the senior 
nutrition program 
“ It’s a way of 
getting them out of the house. They 
need fresh air and new friends They 
must 
keep 
involved,” 
Mrs. 
Davis 
emphasized. 
Some of the older persons, that Mrs. 
Davis and Ms. Harris deal with, are 
unbudgable when 
it comes to 
in­ 
novation, but these two women are 
extremely 
determined 
and 
don’t 
surrender until they’ve exerted every 
possible effort on their clients. The 
majority of the time, their clients are 
either-or 
unhappy, 
unhealthy, 
and 
broke. 
The 
client’s 
feelings 
of 
resignation and depression are easily 
transmitted especially when one, just 
as Mrs. Davis and Ms. Harris must do. 
visits on their client’s "home territory 
which is quite often conducive to 
lethargy. Drawn blinds, overheated 
homes, and apathetic attitudes can be 
quite a downer. After leaving the home 
of one 
older 
couple, 
Mrs. 
Davis 
shrugged 
and 
said, 
“ How 
can 
I 
motivate them?” But the odds are, 
she'll find a way. And if she can’t, then 
Ms Harris probably can. Two heads 
really are better than one. 
The two women are attempting to 
make life a little bit better for those 
who are burdened with troubles and 
had no where to go with these an­ 
noyances until they popped up on the 
scene. These two listen to their clients. 
They 
talk. 
They 
sympathize 
and 
provide 
encouragement 
and 
suggestions when they are needed 
They care 
After all, someone once 
said, where apathy is the master, all 
men are slaves. If that’s the case, then 
Mrs. Davis and Ms. Harris will make 
darn sure that there aren’t any slaves.

It will be in addition to 
the Buckeye 1,000, in which the top 
winner gets $1,000 per month for life 
and is guaranteed at least $400,000 
But if TV Extra ticketholders wait 
longer than one week to claim their 
spot on the telecast, they will get only 
the minimum $1,000 prize, Malloy said. 
In the instant lottery, the gold foil will 
cover five boxes One lists the potential 
prize and another listed a number 
called the key. When any one of the 
numbers in remaining three boxes 
matches 
the 
key 
number, 
the 
ticketholder 
wins 
the 
prize 
that’s 
listed- $2, $5, $200, $500, $1,000 or 
$10,000 
If all three numbers match the key, 
the holder becomes eligible for a 
drawing in which each participant will 
win at least $15,000 and will have a 
chance at “ super prizes” of $250,000, 
$500,000 or $1 million 
The instant game, expected to run 8 
to 12 weeks, will average two winners 
for every 17 tickets and will replace the 
current “ Spirit of ’76” in which the last 
drawing will be June 17. 
The Pot O’ Gold contest tickets will 
bear a finalist number designating 
those who will become part of a weekly 
television competition pool if the claim 
is presented within one week, Malloy 
said.

Vital principle reaffirm ed 


A nother View 


At 
one 
point 
in 
the 
Senate 
Watergate committee hearings in 
the summer of 1973. the inquiry 
turned to the Nixon administration^'s 
breakin at the office of Daniel 
Fllsberg’s psychiatrist. Sen. Her­ 
man E Talmadge put this question 
te John D. Ehrlichman. then a 
principal White House aide: 
‘‘Do you remember when we were 
in law school, we studied a famous 
principle of law that came from 
England and also is well known in 
this country, that no matter how 
humble a man’s cottage is, that even 
the king of England cannot enter 
without his consent ?" 
To which Ehrlichman replied in 
his usual cocky fashion: “ I am 
afraid that has considerably eroded 
over the years, has it not9” 
The erosion of this sound principle 
safeguarding 
individual 
privacy 
against government intrusion is not. 
fortunately, as great as Ehrlichman 
then purported to believe. This has 


just been reaffirmed by the United 
States 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
in 
Washington in sustaining the civil 
rights 
conspiracy 
and 
perjury 
conviction of Ehrlichman in con­ 
nection with the breakin. 
The Court of Appeals made a most 
important point. In tough language it 
rejected the Justice Department’s 
claim, offered in a friend-of-the- 
court memorandum, that breakins 
“are justified under the proper 
circumstances 
when 
related 
to 
foreign espionage or intelligence.’’ 
Not so, said the court, noting that 
this 
specious 
justification 
for 
violation of the Fourth Amendment 
“in effect seeks to rewrite history.” 
The court further said that the 
Justice 
Department’s 
position 
favoring warrantless entry would 
sacrifice a fundamental tenet of the 
Constitution 
“on 
the 
altar 
of 
security.” The judges gave 
no 
weight to the contention made in 
Ehrlichman’s behalf that there was 


some 
vaguely 
defined 
national 
security 
exemption 
to 
the 
requirement for a judicial warrant. 
To underscore their view they said: 


“ No court has ever in any way 
indicated, nor has any presidential 
administration or attorney general 
claimed, that any executive officer 
acting 
under 
an 
inexplicit 
presidential mandate may authorize 
warrantless searches of foreign 
agents or collaborators - much less 
the warrantless search of the offices 
of an American citizen not himself 
suspected of collaboration. 


Thus the court made gratifyingly 
Clear its belief that the principle 
broached by Talmadge is still firmly 
a part of American jurisprudence. 
Not even the government in all its 
power may enter and search private 
premises without the consent of the 
occupant or a warrant setting forth 
the objects of the search.

Angola was just one step in a process

But if Solzhenitsyn deserves all the 
reclame that is coming his way, I often 
wonder why those who praise him seem 
to forget that other prophets have been 
there before him. 
WHAT ‘GULAG’ MEANS 
Solzhenitsyn put the word ‘‘Gulag’’ 
into all our vocabularies when he 
published his account of life and death 
in the prison camps of the Soviet 
Union.“Gulag” is an acronym for 
Glavnoye 
Upravlenye 
Lagerei, 
or 
Office of Penal Labor Camps; and the 
significance of the title of Solzhenit­ 
syn’s “Gulag Archipelago” is that the 
slave colonies of Russia are dotted over 
the whole stretch of the U.S.S.R. in a 
configuration that suggests the far­ 
flung islands of Polynesia. 
The Solzhenitsyn popularization of 
Gulag should have recalled, but didn t, 
a terrifying map that accompanied an 
article titled “Gulag - Slavery, Inc.” 
that Isaac Don Levine wrote and 
published 
in 
his 
now 
forgotten 
magazine Plain Talk in May, 1947. That 
was 26 years before Solzhenitsyn made 
“Gulag” a household word all through 
the West. As Don Levine wrote, ex­ 
plaining his map, ‘‘all the territory 
controlled by Gulag, if consolidated, 
would make a submerged empire 
exceeding in area the boundaries of 
Western Europe.” Levine had gotten 
his data from Poles who had been 
released from prison camps by Stalin 
to form a Polish exile army that fought 
at Monte Cassino in Italy.. 
I remember the Gulag map in Plain 
Talk, for I was one of the contributors 
to Mr. Levine’s magazine. The map 
was ignored by our State Department 
even in Cold War days, but it was 
destined to play a curious matchmaker 
role in the meeting last year of 
Solzhenitsyn and the leaders of the 
American Federation of Labor. A copy 
of the map, taken from a special edition 
ordered by the Free Trade Union 
Committee, had reached Russia, where 
Solzhenitsyn saw it. At the grand 
reception accorded him by the AFL in 
Washington, Solzhenitsyn referred to 
Mr. Levine’s coup, generously but 
mistakenly, as an AFL publication. 
The Gulag map of 1947 may be found 
in an anthology of Plain Talk articles 
just published by Arlington House. The 
anthology is worth anyone’s perusal. 
As Suzanne La Follette, a former 
associate editor of Plain Talk, has 
written: 
“We 
have 
Solzhenitsyn 
sounding like an extended Plain Talk 
anthology.” It is true - and what the 
statement proves is that Soviet Russia 
has never for a moment called a halt to 
the Cold War. 
The 
articles 
assembled by 
Mr. 
Levine for his anthology include a score 
of prophetic essays that could be 
passed off as completely new by the 
substitution of the name of Brezhnev 
for Stalin, of Kissinger for Secretary of 
State George Marshall, of President 
Ford for Jam es F. Byrnes, and of “the 
Gromykos and 
Suslovs” 
for 
“the 
Molotovs 
and 
Vishinskys.” 
Solzhenitsyn - and the behavior of the 
Soviets in Southeast Asia, in the Middle 
East, in Somaliland and Angola in 
Africa, and in Cuba and Chile - have 
made all the old Plain Talk articles 
relevant again. 
The truly significant thing is that 
some Americans have never been 
fooled about the nature of international 
Communism. They deserve some of the 
praise being lavished on Solzhenitsyn

Railroad finance 
issue on ballot

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
voters are being given a second chance 
June 8 to approve a constitutional 
amendment allowing state financial 
participation in the reorganization of 
the nation’s railroads. 
They will be casting their votes on 
Issue 2, a proposed amendment almost 
identical to the ill-fated Issue 8 on last 
November’s ballot. 
It would allow state or local financial 
aid to Amtrak, the national passenger 
rail system, or to ConRail, the new 
national freight rail system, for oper­ 
ations on Ohio tracks. 
Backers claim the m easure is needed 
to allow Ohio to use millions of dollars 
in federal funds to continue rail oper­ 
ations on tracks serving rural grain 
elevators and small factories, tracks 
which otherwise will be abandoned as 
unprofitable. 
The only public official to speak 
against the proposal thus far, Senate 
Minority Leader Michael J. Maloney, 
R-7 Cincinnati, has argued that the 
amendment gives the appointed Ohio 
Rail 
Transportation 
Authority 
too 
much authority over state debt. 
Issue 8, which would have done the 
same as Issue 2 proposes, was defeated 
decisively at the polls last fall. But 
backers claim the outcome was be­ 
cause it was overshadowed by Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes’ doomed bond issue 


proposals, not to voter hostility to the 
concept itself. 
“ Issue 8 just got lost in the Rhodes’ 
proposals,” 
said 
Rep. 
Arthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, the legislative 
sponsor of both proposals and of most 
of Ohio’s rail legislation 
In its new appearance, Issue 2 spells 
out that it covers only Amtrak, ConRail 
or other government-created railroads. 
And, backers hope the lack of other 
controversial state questions on the 
ballot will allow discussion of some of 
the reasons for the amendment. 
Backers say 
the amendment 
is 
needed 
to 
prevent 
the 
eventual 
abandonment of hundreds of miles of 
rail track caused by the creation of 
ConRail, the Consolidated Rail Corp. 
ConRail, the government hacked 
corporation which on April I took over 
the Penn Central and other bankrupt 
rail lines, has dropped operations on 
branch freight tracks which were not 
earning a profit. 
But, to prevent complete economic 
disruption, the law creating ConRail 
allowed it to continue operating on such 
lines as long as someone—private busi­ 
ness or state or local governm ent- 
agreed to subsidize the loss. 
The provision ran straight into Ohio’s 
constitution, however. The constitution 
forbids the state or its subdivisions 
from giving state money to a private 
enterprise.

H ousing shortage to becom e critical 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (AP) - You 
think there’s a housing shortage now? 
In the next 30 years, the United 
Nations says, 3.5 billion more people 
will need places to live, and that’s 
enough to create 3,500 cities of a million 
residents each. There are fewer than

Udall looks ahead to Ohio primary

Not the least part of Ohio’s Heritage 
is that green ocean of trees that once 
covered the state from border to 
border, a canopy of green that amazed 
and fascinated world travelers into the 
late 1800's. Then only hugh stumps here 
and there were left in some spots to 
show where forest monsters once grew, 
for the swarm of axwielding settlers 
cut and sawed their way, finally, to 
cleared fields. 
Perhaps the most famous Ohio tree 
was the Logan Elm, now the site of a 
state memorial in Pickaway County six 
miles south of Circleville, the spot 
where famed Indian Chief Logan gave 
his oration to the white men in 1774. The 
tree, which measured over 23 feet in 
circumference with a spread of 164 
feet—not large as some Ohio monsters 
grew—was destroyed in a storm in the 
early 1960’s.

Claims 
for 
tree 
sizes 
can

measured in many ways, and Ohio had 
a great many “champions” in the old 
forest days. Sycamores have been 
among the largest trees found in Ohio, 
most 
of 
them 
found 
growing 


along stream s and reaching greatest 
size in rich stream and river bottoms. 
One of the most remarkable was 
situated in the Scioto Valley north of 
Lucasville, Scioto County, on the farm 
of Abram Millar. It was hollow with an 
opening IO feet wide. It was the wonder 
of the countryside and focus of sight­ 
seers. In June 1808 a party of 13 men 
rode on horseback into the cavity of the 
tree and it was said there was ample 
room for two more It was thus called 
“The Sycamore of Fifteen Horsemen."

George Foster, a forgotten man two 
years ago, has become a one-man 
wrecking crew for The Cincinnati 
Lumber Company. 
He drove in five runs for the second 
straight 
game 
Tuesday 
night, 
triggering a 10-4 trouncing of Atlanta 
with his sixth and seventh home runs of 
the year. 
His explosive bat enabled unbeaten 
rookie Santo Alcala to record his fourth 
straight victory 
since 
joining the 
starting lineup. It was Cincinnati’s 
third straight victory. 
"He’s a gun,” marveled Manager 
Sparky Anderson, after Foster boomed 
seven hits in his last eight at-bats to up 
his batting average to .335. “He re­ 
minds me of Lee May the way the ball 
jumps off his bat. George doesn’t hit 
any cheap ones.” 
The 27-year-old Foster is indeed 
cutting a wide swath through National 
League pitching. In the last six games, 
he has driven in 14 runs with four 
homers and a .500 batting average—12 
for 24. 
“ He’s just a very confident hitter 
now,” assessed Atlanta starter Carl 
Morton, who went down to his fifth 
straight defeat. 
Morton thinks Foster’s power of 
positive thinking can pysche out a 
pitcher. “There’s something to it. 
Pitchers sometime give in to a hitter 
that confident. It appears we make 
more mistakes to a guy like that.” 
Foster's bat binge has thrust him into 
the league RBI race, one run behind 
leader Dave Kingman of the New York 
Met s. 
His 35 RBIs are almost half of what 
he amassed a year ago, when Anderson 
moved Pete Rose to third to make room 
for Foster’s bat. 
“A lot of guys say they want to hit 30 
home runs and drive in IOO RBIs. My 
philosophy is that stats take care of 
themselves,” says Foster. 
With Johnny Bench struggling at the 
plate, Foster has been moved up higher 
in the lineup. He’s thriving at his new 
spot. 
“ I like hitting higher in the lineup 
because you get more chances to drive 
in runs,” he said. 
“The difference between this year 
and last year is that I’m hitting homers 
with men on base. Last year I was 
batting eighth most of the time.” 
He credits his brimming confidence 
to getting a good look at opposing 
pitchers. 
“ Now I know most of the pitchers 
around the league. Before, I was sort of 
defensive.” 
Bench, who requested to be demoted 
in the batting order, drove in three runs 
as the Reds struck for three runs in the 
fifth and four in the seventh.

But it is tough to avoid the subject 
when the new four-year NBA television 
contract with CBS worth $43 million 
contains an important amendment that 
calls for an additional $4.9 million 
should the league add up to four new 
franchises. 
A half-dozen ABA franchises have 
been knocking on the NBA’s door for 
some time. Two teams, the New York 
Nets and Denver Nuggets, went so far 
as to make formal applications to the 
established league last year, and then 
the remaining ABA clubs joined suit. 
Judge Robert Carter, who has been in 
the middle of many of pro basketball’s 
various litigation cases, urged the two 
leagues to find an out-of-court set­ 
tlement for their disagreement. 


"We’ve

Willard Krieble, 38, chief pho- 
tographer of the Reporter, a 
small newspaper in Lansdale, 
Pa., covers his town'* news and 
feature events with the flair, 
imagination and skill worthy of 
a photojournalist for a national 
publication. 
No wonder he has received 
more than 130 state and nation­ 
al photographic awards, among 
them the 1967 Pennsylvania 
Photographer of the Year title 
presented by the Pennsylvania 
Photographers Assn. He has 
been named one of the top IO 
photographers in the Mid-Atlan­ 
tic region of the National Press 
Photographers Assn. in five out 
of seven years and was a na­ 
tional winner in the 1973 Pro 
Football Hall of Fame photo 
contest. 
It is also the reason his news­ 
paper has selected more than 
50 of his best photographs and 
published them in a paperback 
book to please its readers. 
Many of them have followed his 
picture offerings for years and 
have asked for prints or a col­ 
lection of his work. Now it’s 
available, a photographer’s al­ 
bum entitled:

I heard about this from one 
of my column readers who hap­ 
pens to be a local resident and 
newspaper subscriber, an ar­ 
dent camera fan and letter 
writer. This, then, is to thank 
Mrs. 
Alice 
Zettlemoyer 
of 
North Wales, Pa., for contin­ 
ually sending me page layouts 
of Krieble’s photography and 
the announcement of his book 
of ’images.” 
Most of the pictures in the al­ 
bum are of local scenes and 
events but produced with un­ 
common artistry, humor or 
creative thinking or technique. 
In addition, there are more 
than a dozen photographs taken 
on foreign assignments which 
took him to 12 countries in Eu­ 
rope and Africa. 
I learned that Krieble is a 
perfect example of “ local boy 
who makes good." He was 
born, grew up and stayed in 
Lansdale, a town 24 miles 
northwest of Philadelphia. He 
started working on The Report­ 
er in 1951 after school at age 14 
as a janitor and printer's devil 
before discovering there was a 
world and a career called pho­ 
tography. That came after high 
school and two years’ study 
and graduation from a photog­ 
raphy school.

sions in photojournalism con­ 
ducted by the American News­ 
paper Publishers Assn. Re­ 
search Institute and in color 
seminars in Rochester at East­ 
man Kodak. 
His assignments ranged from 
skimming over snow-covered 
fields at 1,000 feet in a helicop­ 
ter to submerging in a swim­ 
ming pool with scuba gear to 
photograph a homemade sub­ 
marine .. . from a multideath 
tragedy caused by an apart­ 
ment house explosion to the 
spiritual experience of a natu­ 
ral childbirth. 
The book reveals the poetic 
quality of his vision in a quiet, 
misty white winter scene . .. 
cows heading for the barn in a 
rural sunset. .. and a child, ly­ 
ing in the grass, blowing a dan­ 
delion into flying fragments. 
There are unusual camera ang­ 
les such as one down-to-earth 
(literally) 
view 
of 
a 
dis­ 
consolate 
puppy 
retreating 
from a burning home. The 
camera actually was at ground 
level, focused on the approach­ 
ing puppy with the firemen in 
the background fighting the 
blaze. There are heartwarming 
shots like the Little League 
series 
with 
its 
captivating 
youngsters in actions which 
parody the intense seriousness 
of adult players. And there’s 
the stark beauty of composition 
in a scene of ice-encrusted dev­ 
astation which encircles and 
spotlights firemen at work on a 
sinter fire. 
On his foreign assignments, 
Krieble's camera brings us, 
among other scenes, a starry 
night view of Basil’s Cathedral 
in Moscow’s Red Square; the 
mystery of Stonehenge, where 
Britain’s ancient Druids once 
practiced their sorcery; the 
menacing figure of an East 
Berlin soldier; and the pictu­ 
resque atmosphere of rural 
Spain with a boy delivering 
milk on a donkey. 
A reader’s favorite photo 
may be removed easily from 
the spiral bound book for fram­ 
ing or may be ordered in spe­ 


cial enlargements at a special 
price from the Reporter. In ad­ 
dition, any of the foreign photo­ 
graphs may be ordered in their 
original color print renditions 
for framing 
“ Images" is a book which 
gives visual pleasure and can 
be a model for better photogra­ 
phy. As a photo fan, however, I 
wish it had aided that second 
incentive by providing some in­ 
formation about the pictures, 
the circumstances under which 
they are made, some of the 
problems involved and how 
Krieble solved them so ex­ 
pertly. 
Perhaps some of the ex­ 
pertise might rub off on cam­ 
era fan readers as well as it 
has on Krieble’s son, 12-year- 
old Kelly. The youngster made 
the photo of Krieble used in the 
introduction. I've since learned 
that Kelly was only 6 years old, 
fresh out of kindergarten, when 
he, accompanied his dad to a 
high school track meet where 
he shot a roll of pictures and 
the results made a full page of 
pictures in the Reporter. 
“ I took an old Nikon S2 with 
the normal 50mm lens and put 
a 36-exposure roU on Tri-X in 
it," Krieble explained. “ I set 
the shutter speed at 1-1000 of a 
second, the lens opening at f-11 
and the distance at 15 feet. 
Then I taped the controls so 
they wouldn't change. 
“ I cautioned Kelly to walk 
around carefully and take any 
pictures he liked of the differ­ 
ent events. He had a ball and 
shot 30 pictures. Our sports edi­ 
tor saw the results and ordered 
a full page of pictures. It was 
more than a good stunt — they 
were good pictures." 


The message I get from that 
experience is- Start with time- 
tested rules and techniques and 
THINK YOUNG! See every­ 
thing from a fresh viewpoint 
and shoot what interests you. 
Get the results to the right 
people fast . . . while the event 
is still news. And you, too, may 
get worthwhile “ Images.”

clear safety hazard to the consuming 
public.”

Advice, guidance to elderly being provided 
Two people that really care

It was once said by Josh Billings 
(Henry Wheeler Shaw) that in youth, 
we run into difficulties; in old age, 
difficulties run into us. Sad, but true. 
Not all senior citizens are physically 
active, financially secure and healthy 
during their retirem ent years, but now, 
since 
the 
organization 
of 
Help 
Anonymous, and supporting service 
funded by the Ohio Commission on 
Aging, these people can turn to M arsha 
Davis and Julie H arris, for advice, 
guidance, and w hatever else they need 
Help Anonymous is not directed 
tow ards any specific age group, but 
Mrs. Davis reports that many of her 
calls are from older people who are 
seeking aid. Julie H arris, who works in 
the sam e office as Mrs. Davis, is the 
supporting services staff person for 
Fayette County. She is a direct service 
provider and thinks nothing of getting a 
prescription filled for a person who is 
unable to do this for himself, or hauling 
a person’s dirty clothes to the laun­ 
drom at Ms. H arris deals exclusively 
with senior citizens. 
“ I provide transportation for the 
senior citizens when necessary I visit 
their homes and I help them fill out 
M edicare and income tax forms and 
assist them when they apply for Social 
Security, which can be a com plicated 
process,” Ms. H arris stated, when 
asked what her duties as a supporting 
service person entailed. “ Actually, I do 
just about anything that needs to be 
done.” 
Everything, that is done by these two 
women, is strictly confidential. For 
instance, if Mrs. Davis wants some 
background 
information 
from 
the 
w elfare 
departm ent 
concerning 
a 
person who has contacted her, 
a 
release form m ust first be signed by the 
person in question before Mrs. Davis 
has access to the individual s files. 
Mrs. Davis said that about 90 per cent 
of the calls that she receives are 
referral calls. 
“ If 
someone 
needs 
m edical attention, but doesn t know 
where, or how, to go about getting it, 
my job is to refer them to doctors, 
agencies, or clinics that will accept 
them. One tim e a person called and was 
worried about one of his relatives in the 
Cleveland area who was ill. I was able 
to tell him who to contact in Cleveland 
to see that his relative was taken care 
of. After I refer a person, I call them 
back in a few days just to see how 
everything’s going, and to see if they ve 
obtained the service. It lets them know 
that somebody really cares.” 
Mrs 
Davis and Ms. H arris are 
som etim es able to obtain financial aid 
for those persons who contact them and 
request such assistance. The biggest 
m ajority of their callers are seeking 
advice on how to obtain m onetary 
supplem entation. “One of the biggest 
problem s this year has been with the 
client’s utility bills. Julie and I work 
with Dayton Pow er and Light, and 
som etim es with a budget counselor, in 
an attem pt to im press upon our clients 
that they should save money during the 
sum m er months in order to have that 
extra cash they will need in the winter 
to pay their utilities w ith,” Mrs. Davis 
stated. 


The voice behind Help Anonymous 
feels that there should be a mental 
healtch clinic in this area. “ When 
people have a real crisis, they need 
help then, not in a day or in a week. The 
only m ental health clinic around is 
located in Chillicothe and a lot of people 
aren ’t able to go there,” Mrs. Davis 
said. 
Ms. H arris agreed and then added, 
“ So 
many 
older 
people 
think 
of 
psychiatric help as a taboo thing. They 
believe that a person has got to be 
totally nutty to resort to this. When we 
come across a case where this sort of 
treatm ent is needed, we try to work 
through the client’s family and gain 
support from them first before con­ 
fronting the person " 
Many tim es it is hard for Mrs. Davis 
and Ms. 
H arris to m ake a total 
assessm ent 
of 
a 
person 
just 
by 
speaking to them on the telephone, 
consequently, 
they 
m ake 
house 
calls ”. 
Asked 
if 
they’d 
ever 
en­ 
countered a 
sticky 
situation when 
visiting the home of one of their clients, 
who obviously had a problem since 
they’d called, Ms. H arris replied, “ No, 
nothing has ever happened. In order to 
do my job in the best possible way, I 
can ’t be afraid of going into strange 
homes 
That is my responsibility. I 
must find out what is wrong with the 
individual or individuals.” 
Mrs. Davis stated, “ At times one can 
get a bit apprehensive. If we get a 
phone call that sounds unusual, we may 
take someone along with us when we 
visit that particular home, but this 
doesn’t happen often ” 
Since so m any of Mrs. Davis clients 
are older people, it seem ed a logical 
question to ask the coordinator of Help 
Anonymous 
why 
so 
many 
senior 
citizens needed her service. “ Most of 
their troubles boil down to the issue of 
finances. With the economy as it is, it 
can m ake for an awful lot of tension. 
Once a person retires, he lives on a 


fixed income. These people get into a 
pinch because of m edical bills and 
then, simply because they own their 
home or car, they can ’t qualify for any 
aid even though they really need, and 
deserve it considering that they have 
worked hard all of their lives.” 
Mrs. Davis and Ms. H arris concurred 
that older people are often swindled. 
“Older people are vulnerable, con­ 
sequently, they become easy targets 
for business ventures which aren ’t 
alw ays on the up and up,” Mrs. Davis 
revealed 
“We have had calls con­ 
cerning photography and hearing aid 
deals. We check to see if these ventures 
are registered with the Chamber of 
Com m erce, and if they aren ’t, we tell 
the persons who have been contacted 
by these dealers to be cautious,” Mrs. 
Davis said. 
Occasionally the two women will 
check out what an individual is paying 
for rent if this person believes the 
am ount is too high. “We just want to 
m ake sure that it is reasonable. We 
really need senior citizen and low in­ 
come housing in this area for people 
who are operating on an extrem ely 
tight budget,” Mrs. Davis stated.

The heaviest presidential prim ary 
day in American history is over with 
President Ford holding off Ronald 
Reagan on what m ight have been a big 
Reagan day and Democratic front- 
runner Jim m y C arter increasing his 
delegate lead. 
There 
were 
six 
prim aries 
on 
Tuesday, three in Southern or border 
states and three in the far West, areas 
that are the cornerstone of R eagan’s 
Sun Belt strategy. 
But Ford m anaged a split in the 
popular vote, winning as expected in 
Oregon and beating Reagan by narrow 
m argins in Tennesee and Kentucky. 
And while R eagan’s bigger wins in 
Nevada, Idaho and Arkansas gave him 
a net gain of 20 delegates on the day, 
the President still leads, 779 delegates 
to 642 for Reagan in the race for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 
C arter won A rkansas, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, but lost Oregon, considered 
the d ay ’s m ain event, to Sen. Frank 
Church. Church also won in his home 
state of Idaho. California Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. easily captured the 
Nevada prim ary. 
But 
C arter, 
despite 
the 
mixed 
results, won a total of 136 delegates, 
combining those picked up in prim aries 
with 28 m ore in district conventions in 
Missouri and two in an Alabam a runoff. 
That puts the form er Georgia governor 
past the halfway m ark with 876 of the 
1,505 
delegates 
needed 
for 
the 
Democratic nomination. 
Rep. M orris K. Udall of Arizona, who 
picked up a scattered six delegates 
Tuesday, rem ains second with 298.5. 
There is also a bloc of 363.5 uncom­ 
m itted votes. 
R eagan had predicted he would win 
at least four of the six and it looked for 
a while like he m ight squeeze out a win 
in Tennessee to m ake his prediction 
good. 
Ford’s 
m argin 
was 
narrow 
through much of the evening, and 
Reagan pulled to within 123 votes with 
about 50 precincts left to report. 
But those precincts w ere in the 
Knoxville area, where Ford had done 
well all night and when they were 
finally counted, the President had 
squeezed through to a 1,500-vote vic­ 
tory, although he lost the delegate race 
22-21 
because 
of 
weighting 
by 
Congressional districts. 
Stuart 
Spencer, 
Ford’s 
deputy 
cam paign m anager, said the President 
was happy with the results. “This is the 
night Reagan had to m ake a big come­ 
back,” Spencer said. “ He didn’t do it.” 
Reagan said he was pleased with his 
wins in A rkansas, Idaho and Nevada. 
He said of Kentucky and Tennessee, "I 
feel good doing as well as I did in these 
border states.” 
Church called the Oregon and Idaho 
wins “a quantum leap forward for my 
cam paign.” 
And 
he 
added: 
“The 
results tonight show people are taking a 
second look at Jim m y C arter.’ 
But C arter emphasized his delegate 
harvest and that he has won half the 
prim aries he has entered in May. 
Udall, who won only six delegates 
Tuesday, said he was still in the race. 
“ I won delegates in Arkansas and 
K entucky,” he said. "Mo Udall is a 
national candidate.”

'Personal relationship' 


admitted by Rep. Hays 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Following 
Rep. Wayne H ays’ admission that he 
had a “ personal relationship” with a 
woman employe, the question rem ain­ 
ing in dispute is w hether she received 
$14,000 a year at taxpayer expense to be 
his m istress or whether she w as a pro­ 
ductive employe of Congress. 
The Justice D epartm ent is trying to 
resolve that question and the little-used 
House ethics com m ittee may make an 
effort, too. 
Hays, in an emotional speech before 
the full House on Tuesday, adm itted he 
lied 
when 
he 
denied 
having 
a 
relationship with Elizabeth Ray, a 
shapely clerk on the payroll of his 
House Administration Committee. But 
he contended he was telling the truth 
when he said he did not keep her on the 
governm ent payroll at $14,000 a year 
just for her sexual services. 
FBI agents were reportedly con­ 
tinuing their 
investigation 
for 
the 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ays’ 
relationship with Miss Ray as the 
House ethics com m ittee was receiving 
strong pressure to open its own probe. 
Twenty-eight House m em bers, in a 
letter to ethics com m ittee chairm an 
John J. Flynt, urged the panel to launch 
an investigation “in order to guarantee 
the 
integrity 
of 
the 
House 
of 
R epresentatives, its m em bers and its 
com m ittees.” 
Flynt was campaigning in his home 
state of Georgia as Hays made his 
speech adm itting his relationship with 
Miss Ray, but said he was flying to 
Washington im mediately. He said all of 
the requests for an investigation, in­ 
cluding a telephoned request from 
Hays himself, were "inform al,” noting 
his panel could act only on a formal re ­ 
quest. 
Four of the 28 m em bers who signed 
the letter asking for the ethics com ­ 
m ittee investigation also sent a letter to 
Speaker Carl Albert. Albert and other 
House leaders were in London to accept 
a loan of the Magna C arta for the 
Bicentennial celebration. 
In his confession before the crowded 
House cham ber, the 65-year-old Hays 
denied keeping Miss Ray, 33, on the 
governm ent payroll as his m istress. He 
said he lied about his relationship with 
her because he did not w ant his new 
wife to find out about it. 
“ Six weeks ago, I was m arried to the 
woman I love m ore than any other 
person or thing in this world ... Prior to 
this time, and for an extended period of 
tim e, I did have a relationship with 
Elizabeth Ray. I was legally separated 


and single. It was voluntary on her part 
and m ine,” Hays said. 
He said he ended the relationship 
before 
his 
rem arriage. He 
was 
divorced from his first wife in January. 
Hays insisted that Miss Ray p er­ 
formed office duties for her 
pay, 
despite her contention that 
she could 
not type or handle telephones and that 
she did not do any work for H ays’ com ­ 
mittee. 
Miss Ray, who says she was on the 
payroll only to be available for sex with 
Hays, 
denied

C LEV ELA N D (A P ) — The Ohio 
Lottery Commission trotted out an 
array of new games Tuesday aimed at 
boosting the recently lagging sales and 
offering a wider prize range that will 
produce a greater number of winners. 
And the one expected to be most 
popular is the instant game through 
which ticketholders w ill learn 
im ­ 
mediately whether they get a prize 
simply by rubbing off some gold foil, 
even though the prize may be as little 
as $2. 
But it also may be as much as $10,000, 
which ought to evoke considerable spot 
excitement, W illiam Malloy, lottery 
marketing director, says. 
Tuesday marked the initial sale of 
tickets bearing the designation “ TV 
Ex tra” with an additional five digit 
number in the upper right corner. It 
offers 
prizes 
between 
$1,000 
and 


$20,000. 
At the same tim e, the commission

The home visits, which provide the 
much-needed personal interaction that 
is so essential to a program are 
sometimes 
encouraging 
and 
sometimes not. Recently, Ms. Harris 
took a war veteran to a downtown store 
to buy him some clothing. This in­ 
dividual was unable to afford any new 
clothing on his own, and he was also 
incapable of getting 
to 
the 
store 
because he is physically handicapped. 
When one sees a person, who has worn 
the same pair of battered shoes for nine 
years, finally get a new pair, it only 
compounds the already evident worth 
of the services provided by Mrs. Davis 
and Ms. Harris. 
On one of Mrs. D avis’ excursions to 
the home of an elderly couple, who had 
their house locked up tigther than a 
drum in spite of the beautiful May day, 
she sat and talked with the couple, who 
were made only 
momentarily 
un­ 
comfortable by her presence. Mrs. 
Davis emits a genuine aura of concern 
for elderly people without patronizing 
them. The older people, sensing that 
Mrs. Davis is there to help and not to 
“ nose around,” eventually open up and 
reveal what is bothering them. Mrs. 
Davis often suggests that these senior 
citizens take part in the luncheon held 
daily at the First Presbyterian Church 
which is sponsored by the senior 
nutrition program. “ Ifs a way of 
getting them out of the house. They 
need fresh air and new friends. They 
must keep 
involved,” 
Mrs. 
Davis 
emphasized. 
Some of the older persons, that Mrs. 
Davis and Ms. H arris deal with, are 
unbudgable when it comes to in­ 
novation, but these two women are 
extremely 
determined 
and 
don’t 
surrender until they’ve exerted every 
possible effort on their clients. The 
m ajority of the tim e, their clients are 
either-or 
unhappy, 
unhealthy, 
and 
broke. 
The 
client’s 
feelings 
of 
resignation and depression are easily 
transmitted especially when one, just 
as Mrs. Davis and Ms. Harris must do, 
visits on their client’s “ home territory ’’ 
which is quite often conducive to 
lethargy. Drawn blinds, overheated 
homes, and apathetic attitudes can be 
quite a downer. After leaving the home 
of one 
older 
couple, 
Mrs. 
Davis 
shrugged 
and 
said, 
“ How 
can 
I 
motivate them ?” But the odds are, 
she’ll find a way. And if she can’t, then 
Ms. H arris probably can. Two heads 
really are better than one. 
The two women are attempting to 
make life a little bit better for those 
who are burdened with troubles and 
had no where to go with these an­ 
noyances until they popped up on the 
scene. These two listen to their clients. 
They 
talk. 
They 
sympathize 
and 
provide 
encouragement 
and 
suggestions when they are needed. 
They care. After all, someone once 
said, where apathy is the master, all 
men are slaves. If that’s the case, then 
Mrs. Davis and Ms. Harris w ill make 
darn sure that there aren’t any slaves.

Another View 


Vital principle reaffirm ed 


At one point in the 
Senate 
Watergate committee hearings in 
the summer of 1973, the inquiry 
turned to the Nixon administration’s 
breakin at the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist 
Sen. Her­ 
man E. Talmadge put this question 
to John D. Ehrlichman, then a 
principal White House aide: 
“Do you remember when we were 
in law school, we studied a famous 
principle of law that came from 
England and also is well known in 
this country, that no matter how 
humble a man’s cottage is, that even 
the king of England cannot enter 
without his consent?” 
To which Ehrlichman replied in 
his usual cocky fashion: ‘‘I am 
afraid that has considerably eroded 
over the years, has it not?” 
The erosion of this sound principle 
safeguarding 
individual 
privacy 
against government intrusion is not, 
fortunately, as great as Ehrliclunan 
then purported to believe. This has 


just been reaffirmed by the United 
States 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
in 
Washington in sustaining the civil 
rights 
conspiracy 
and 
perjury 
conviction of Ehrlichman in con­ 
nection with the breakin. 
The Court of Appeals made a most 
important point. In tough language it 
rejected the Justice Department’s 
claim, offered in a friend-of-the- 
court memorandum, that breakins 
“are justified under the proper 
circumstances 
when 
related 
to 
foreign espionage or intelligence.” 
Not so, said the court, noting that 
this 
specious 
justification 
for 
violation of the Fourth Amendment 
“in effect seeks to rewrite history.” 
The court further said that the 
Justice 
Department’s 
position 
favoring warrantless entry would 
sacrifice a fundamental tenet of the 
Constitution 
“on 
the 
altar 
of 
security.” The judges gave no 
weight to the contention made in 
Ehrlichman’s behalf that there was 


some 
vaguely 
defined 
national 
security 
exemption 
to 
the 
requirement for a judicial warrant. 
To underscore their view they said: 


“No court has ever in any way 
indicated, nor has any presidents 
administration or attorney general 
claimed, that any executive officer 
acting 
under 
an 
inexplicit 
presidential mandate may authorize 
warrantless searches of foreign 
agents or collaborators - much less 
the warrantless search of the offices 
of an American citizen not himself 
suspected of collaboration. 


Thus the court made gratifyingly 
clear its belief that the principle 
broached by Talmadge is still firmly 
a part of American jurisprudence. 
Not even the government in all its 
power may enter and search private 
premises without the consent of the 
occupant or a warrant setting forth 
the objects of the search.

Angola was just one step in a process

But if Solzhenitsyn deserves all the 
reclame that is coming his way, I often 
wonder why those who praise him seem 
to forget that other prophets have been 
there before him. 
WHAT GULAG’ MEANS 
Solzhenitsyn put the word “Gulag” 
into all our vocabularies when he 
published his account of life and death 
in the prison camps of the Soviet 
Union.“Gulag” is an acronym for 
Glavnoye 
Upravlenye 
Lagerei, 
or 
Office of Penal Labor Camps; and the 
significance of the title of Solzhenit­ 
syn’s “Gulag Archipelago” is that the 
slave colonies of Russia are dotted over 
the whole stretch of the U.S.S.R. in a 
configuration that suggests the far­ 
flung islands of Polynesia. 
The Solzhenitsyn popularization of 
Gulag should have recalled, but didn’t, 
a terrifying map that accompanied an 
article titled “Gulag - Slavery, Inc.” 
that Isaac Don Levine wrote and 
published 
in 
his 
now 
forgotten 
magazine Plain Talk in May, 1947. That 
was 26 years before Solzhenitsyn made 
“Gulag” a household word all through 
the West. As Don Levine wrote, ex­ 
plaining his map, “all the territory 
controlled by Gulag, if consolidated, 
would make a submerged empire 
exceeding in area the boundaries of 
Western Europe.” Levine had gotten 
his data from Poles who had been 
released from prison camps by Stalin 
to form a Polish exile army that fought 
at Monte Cassino in Italy., 
I remember the Gulag map in Plain 
Talk, for I was one of the contributors 
to Mr. Levine’s magazine. The map 
was ignored by our State Department 
even in Cold War days, but it was 
destined to play a curious matchmaker 
role in the meeting last year of 
Solzhenitsyn and the leaders of the 
American Federation of Labor. A copy 
of the map, taken from a special edition 
ordered by the Free Trade Union 
Committee, had reached Russia, where 
Solzhenitsyn saw it. At the grand 
reception accorded him by the AFL in 
Washington, Solzhenitsyn referred to 
Mr. Levines coup, generously but 
mistakenly, as an AFL publication. 
The Gulag map of 1947 may be found 
in an anthology of Plain Talk articles 
just published by Arlington House. The 
anthology is worth anyone’s perusal. 
As Suzanne La Follette, a former 
associate editor of Plain Talk, has 
written: 
“We 
have 
Solzhenitsyn 
sounding like an extended Plain Talk 
anthology.” It is true - and what the 
statement proves is that Soviet Russia 
has never for a moment called a halt to 
the Cold War. 
The articles assembled by Mr. 
Levine for his anthology include a score 
of prophetic essays that could be 
passed off as completely new by the 
substitution of the name of Brezhnev 
for Stalin, of Kissinger for Secretary of 
State George Marshall, of President 
Ford for James F. Byrnes, and of “the 
Gromykos and Suslovs” for “the 
Molotovs 
and 
Vishinskys.” 
Solzhenitsyn - and the behavior of the 
Soviets in Southeast Asia, in the Middle 
East, in Somaliland and &igola in 
Africa, and in Cuba and Chile - have 
made all the old Plain Talk articles 
relevant again. 
The truly significant thing is that 
some Americans have never been 
fooled about the nature of international 
Communism . They deserve some of the 
praise being lavished on Solzhenitsyn

Ohio Perspective 
Railroad finance 
issue on ballot

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
voters are being given a second chance 
June 8 to approve a constitutional 
amendment allowing state financial 
participation in the reorganization of 
the nation’s railroads. 
They will be casting their votes on 
Issue 2, a proposed amendment almost 
identical to the ill-fated Issue 8 on last 
November’s ballot. 
It would allow state or local financial 
aid to Amtrak, the national passenger 
rail system, or to ConRail, the new 
national freight rail system, for oper­ 
ations on Ohio tracks. 
Backers claim the measure is needed 
to allow Ohio to use millions of dollars 
in federal funds to continue rail oper­ 
ations on tracks serving rural grain 
elevators and small factories, tracks 
which otherwise will be abandoned as 
unprofitable. 
th e only public official to speak 
against the proposal thus far, Senate 
Minority Leader Michael J. Maloney, 
R-7 Cincinnati, has argued that the 
amendment gives the appointed Ohio 
Rail Transportation 
Authority 
too 
much authority over state debt. 
Issue 8, which would have done the 
same as Issue 2 proposes, was defeated 
decisively at the polls last fall. But 
backers claim the outcome was be­ 
cause it was overshadowed by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ doomed bond issue 


proposals, not to voter hostility to the 
concept itself. 
“Issue 8 just got lost in the Rhodes’ 
proposals," 
said 
Rep. 
Arthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, the legislative 
sponsor of both proposals and of most 
of Ohio’s rail legislation. 
In its new appearance, Issue 2 spells 
out that it covers only Amtrak, ConRail 
or other government-created railroads. 
And, backers hope the lack of other 
controversial state questions on the 
ballot will allow discussion of some of 
the reasons for the amendment. 
Backers say the amendment is 
needed 
to 
prevent 
the 
eventual 
abandonment of hundreds of miles of 
rail track caused by the creation of 
ConRail, the Consolidated Rail Corp. 
ConRail, the government backed 
corporation which on April I took over 
the Penn Central and other bankrupt 
rail lines, has dropped operations on 
branch freight tracks which were not 
earning a profit. 
But, to prevent complete economic 
disruption, the law creating ConRail 
allowed it to continue operating on such 
lines as long as someone—private busi­ 
ness or state or local government- 
agreed to subsidize the loss. 
The provision ran straight into Ohio’s 
constitution, however. The constitution 
forbids the state or its subdivisions 
from giving state money to a private 
enterprise. 
That 
would 
bar 
par­ 
ticipation in the ConRail funding plan.

VANCOUVER, B.C. (AP) - You 
think there’s a housing shortage now? 
In the next 30 years, the United 
Nations says, 3.5 billion more people 
will need places to live, and that’s 
enough to create 3,500 cities of a million 
residents each. There are fewer than 
300 cities of that size now.

Udall looks ahead to Ohio primary 


By The Associated Press 
Not the least part of Ohio’s Heritage 
is that green ocean of trees that once 
covered the state from border to 
border, a canopy of green that amazed 
and fascinated world travelers into the 
late 1800’s. Then only hugh stumps here 
and there were left in some spots to 
show where forest monsters once grew, 
for the swarm of axwielding settlers 
cut and sawed their way, finally, to 
cleared fields. 
Perhaps the most famous Ohio tree 
was the Logan Elm, now the site of a 
state memorial in Pickaway County six 
miles south of Circleville, the spot 
where famed Indian Chief Logan gave 
his oration to the white men in 1774. The 
tree, which measured over 23 feet in 
circumference with a spread of 164 
feet—not large as some Ohio monsters 
grew—was destroyed in a storm in the 
early 1960’s. 
‘ 


Claims 
for 
tree sizes can 
be 
measured in many ways, and Ohio had 
a great many “champions” in the old 
forest days. Sycamores have been 
among the largest trees found in Ohio, 
most 
of 
them 
found 
growing 


along streams and reaching greatest 
size in rich stream and river bottoms. 
One of the most remarkable was 
situated in the Scioto Valley north of 
Lucasville, Scioto County, on the farm 
of Abram Millar. It was hollow with an 
opening IO feet wide. It was the wonder 
of the countryside and focus of sight­ 
seers. In June 1808 a party of 13 men 
rode on horseback into the cavity of the 
tree and it was said there was ample 
room for two more. It was thus called 
“ The Sycamore of Fifteen Horsemen.”

may be his last chance to deny Jimmy 
Carter a first-ballot nomination. 
Nonetheless, Udall said that his entry 
in the Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Nevada, Idaho and Oregon primaries 
reflected a long-range strategy that 
might help in the national convention. 
Udall observed that if the convention 
delegates don’t nominate Carter on the 
first ballot they will remember Udall 
wants to be able to say that I ’ve been in 
all parts of the country and neglected 
no states,” Udall said. “The delegates 
appreciate the fact that I cared enough 
to go down there ... I simply wanted to 
establish my presence and wave the 
flag.”

COLUM BUS, Ohio (AP) - Some 
foamed plastic products that don’t 
ignite when a match is held to them are 
flammable in the intense heat of a fire, 
says 
a 
researcher 
at 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
Because of the properties of the 
plastics, manufacturers no longer label 
foamed plastic products as 
“self-ex­ 
tinguishing," Prof. Edwin E. Smith of 
Ohio 
State’s 
chemical 
engineering 
department. 
Smith says tests being conducted by 
his 
department 
should 
determine 
characteristics and qualities of the 
foamed plastics: 
He said the studies will check the 
temperature at which plastic materials 
ignite and the amount of time it takes 
before the material becomes com­ 
bustible. 
“ By clarifying these factors we hope 
to 
avoid 
the 
misuse 
and 
misin­ 
terpretation of laboratory tests,” Smith 
said. “ Foamed plastics use is in­ 
creasing for padded seating and for 
building insulation as energy 
con­ 
servation efforts are stepped up " 
Plastic products are being studied at 
the university under a grant from the 
Products 
Research 
Committee, 
representing the plastics industry and 
others.

EXPLANATION OF ISSUE NO. I 
The Ohio Constitution currently 
provides for the governor and lieu­ 
tenant governor to be elected sep­ 
arately. This frequently results in 
the election of a governor and lieu­ 
ten an t governor of opposing political 
parties. The proposed am endm ent 
would require the nom inees of a 
political party for the offices of 
governor and lieutenant governor 
to run as a team in the general 
election. A single vote would be 
recorded as a vote both for the 
candidate for governors and his ru n ­ 
ning m ate for lieutenant governor. 
The am endm ent would not re­ 
quire the candidates for governor 
and lieutenant governor to "team 
up" before filing their petitions of 
candidacy, unless the G eneral As­ 
sem bly so provides by law. The 
G eneral Assembly would be free to 
provide th at candidates for gover­ 
nor and lieutenant governor would 
not run as a team in the prim ary.

Nieklaus' lifetime dream to 
be realized this weekend

“ I can’t really believe it’s here,’’ the 
Golden Bear said as the starting time 
approached for his lifetime dream golf 
tournament—The Memorial 
“ I ’m like a kid with a new toy—a 
great big toy,’’ said Nieklaus, the chief 
architect, prime mover and driving 
force behind the new $200,000 event that 
gets underway Thursday with the 
legendary Bobby Jones as the first 
honoree. 
“ I ’ve never been on this side of the 
fence before,’’ he said. “ Winning the 
U.S. Open is four days of hard work on 
the golf course. This is something else. 
It s something I have not been familiar 
with before 


“ The only thing I haven't worked on 
is my own golf game,’’ Nieklaus said 
with a laugh. 


“ If I won, I d be the most surprised 
fellow in the field.’’ 
The select, international, invitational 
field of 96—trimmed down by some late 
withdrawals—starts the 72-hole chase 
for a $40,000 first prize Thursday over 
the 
Nicklaus-designed, 
owned 
and 
constructed Muirfield Village Golf Club 
course. It is a gorgeously conditioned 
layout playing to a par 72 and made up 
of 7,072 yards of Ohio countryside 
where the youthful Nieklaus hunted 
rabbits and squirrels. 
“ I started buying the property in 
1966,” he said. The course opened two 
years ago. The first of the tournaments 
that will honor a different golf notable 
each year begins Thursday. 
“ This is the start of something,” 
Nieklaus said. “ Its something I ’ve 
always wanted to do. I am not going to 
be playing golf forever. But' I want to be 
involved in golf. 


CINCINNATI (A P) - Quicker than 
you can count to IO, the Cincinnati Reds 
are getting into the swing of spring by 
letting George do it. 
George Foster, a forgotten man two 
years ago, has become a one-man 
wrecking crew for The Cincinnati 
Lumber Company. 
He drove in five runs for the second 
straight 
game 
Tuesday 
night, 
triggering a 10-4 trouncing of Atlanta 
with his sixth and seventh home runs of 
the year. 
His explosive bat enabled unbeaten 
rookie Santo Alcala to record his fourth 
straight victory 
since 
joining 
the 
starting lineup. It was Cincinnati’s 
third straight victory. 
“ He’s a gun,” marveled Manager 
Sparky Anderson, after Foster boomed 
seven hits in his last eight at-bats to up 
his batting average to .335. “ He re­ 
minds me of Lee May the way the ball 
jumps off his bat. George doesn’t hit 
any cheap ones.” 
The 27-year-old Foster is indeed 
cutting a wide swath through National 
League pitching. In the last six games, 
he has driven in 14 runs with four 
homers and a .500 batting average—12 
for 24. 
“ He’s just a very confident hitter 
now,” assessed Atlanta starter Carl 
Morton, who went down to his fifth 
straight defeat. 
Morton thinks Foster’s power of 
positive thinking can pysche out a 
pitcher. “ There’s something to it. 
Pitchers sometime give in to a hitter 
that confident. It appears we make 
more mistakes to a guy like that.” 
Foster’s bat binge has thrust him into 
the league R B I race, one run behind 
leader Dave Kingman of the New York 
Mets. 
His 35 RBIs are almost half of what 
he amassed a year ago, when Anderson 
moved Pete Rose to third to make room 
for Foster’s bat. 
“ A lot of guys say they want to hit 30 
home runs and drive in IOO RBIs. My 
philosophy is that stats take care of 
themselves,” says Foster. 
With Johnny Bench struggling at the 
plate, Foster has been moved up higher 
in the lineup. He’s thriving at his new 
spot. 
“ I like hitting higher in the lineup 
because you get more chances to drive 
in runs,” he said. 
“ The difference between this year 
and last year is that I ’m hitting homers 
with men on base. Last year I was 
batting eighth most of the time.” 
He credits his brimming confidence 
to getting a good look at opposing 
pitchers. 
“ Now I know most of the pitchers 
around the league. Before, I was sort of 
defensive.” 
Bench, who requested to be demoted 
in the batting order, drove in three runs 
as the Reds struck for three runs in the 
fifth and four in the seventh. 
Alcala, 4-0, held Atlanta hitless for 
the first four innings but fought control 
problems, walking six. “ Normally I am 
a control pitcher, but I couldn’t get the 
rhythm.” 
The Reds today scheduled Gary 
Nolan, 3-3, against Andy Messersmith, 
who has won his last two starts. He is 2- 
4. 
Tom Seaver has learned how to pitch 
to the Philadelphia Phillies — very 
carefully. 
One of the hottest teams in baseball, 
the Phillies have beaten Seaver two 
times in the last week, including 
Tuesday night’s 8-4 decision over the 
New York Mets.

INDIANAPOLIS (A P) — Grant King 
figures his chances of winning Sun­ 
day’s Indianapolis 500 are 11-1, but his 
odds are also three times greater of 
blowing an engine or crashing. 
King, whose three-car team is the 
largest in the race, said: “ Having three 
cars in the field is a lot harder on me, 
but it’s also very rewarding.’’ 
Even if all threqrof his machines — 
two 1976 Dragons and a 1974 Kingfish — 
fail to complete even one lap, the Cler­ 
mont, Ind., car builder and mechanic 
figures the least he can collect in prize 
money is $45,000, since even last place 
in the 33-car field pays a minimum of 
$14,000. 
“ My 
chances 
of 
winning 
are 
something like 11-1, but we also have 
three times the chance of crashing a 
car or three times the chance of 
blowing engines. 


“ It s three times the problems or 
more. I ’ve spent the last couple of days 
just working on fueling systems — new 
hoses, 
couplings, 
valves, 
nozzles, 
everything. 
“ Each one of the cars has a lot of 
stuff that needs to be gone through — 
engines, radios and so forth. 
“ I ’ve got to find fire clothes, pit crew 
uniforms, tickets, pit passes ... ” 
As for pit crewmen, “I have to have » 
33 people just to service the three race 
cars, you know, three scorers, three 
signalmen on the wall, three holding 
the fuel vent valve ... it just goes on an 
on.” 
Still, King feels rewarded for all the 
years he came here with two cars and 
only got one in the show 
“ I’ve suffered quite a few setbacks

NEW YORK 
(A P) — Lawrence 
O’Brien, commissioner of the National 
Basketball Association, chooses his 
words carefully. But then, that’s what 
you might expect from a man who was 
so intimately involved in politics for so 
long. 


He is very coy when he discusses 
touchy 
items 
like 
merger, 
amalgamation or some other ac­ 
commodation 
with 
the 
American 
Basketball Association. 
But it is tough to avoid the subject 
when the new four-year NBA television 
contract with CBS worth $43 million 
contains an important amendment that 
calls for an additional $4.9 million 
should the league add up to four new 
franchises. 
A half-dozen ABA franchises have 
been knocking on the NBA s door for 
some time. Two teams, the New York 
Nets and Denver Nuggets, went so far 
as to make formal applications to the 
established league last year, and then 
the remaining ABA clubs joined suit. 
Judge Robert Carter, who has been in 
the middle of many of pro basketball’s 
various litigation cases, urged the two 
leagues to find an out-of-court set­ 
tlement for their disagreement. 


“ We’ve 
communicated,” 
said 
O’Brien. “ As a result, the ABA made a 
proposal which is under consideration 
by the N BA.” 
O’Brien refused to discuss terms of 
that proposal, but he admitted he did 
not hold much hope for its acceptance. 
“ The initial reaction (of the NBA)

AP Newsfeatures 
Willard Krieble, 38, chief pho­ 
tographer of the Reporter, a 
small newspaper in Lansdale, 
Pa., covers his town’s news and 
feature events with the flair, 
imagination and skill worthy of 
a photojournalist for a national 
publication. 
No wonder he has received 
more than 130 state and nation­ 
al photographic awards, among 
them the 1967 Pennsylvania 
Photographer of the Year title 
presented by the Pennsylvania 
Photographers Assn.

I heard about this from one 
of my column readers who hap­ 
pens to be a local resident and 
newspaper subscriber, an ar­ 
dent camera fan and letter 
writer. This, then, is to thank 
Mrs.

of 
North Wales, Pa., for contin­ 
ually sending me page layouts 
of Krieble’s photography and 
the announcement of his book 
of “Images.” 
Most of the pictures in the al­ 
bum are of local scenes and 
events but produced with un­ 
common artistry, humor or 
creative thinking or technique. 
In addition, there are more 
than a dozen photographs taken 
on foreign assignments which 
took him to 12 countries in Eu­ 
rope and Africa. 
I learned that Krieble is a 
perfect example of “local boy 
who makes good.” He was 
bom, grew up and stayed in 
Lansdale, a town 24 miles 
northwest of Philadelphia. He 
started working on The Report­ 
er in 1951 after school at age 14 
as a janitor and printer’s devil 
before discovering there was a 
world and a career called pho­ 
tography.

His assignments ranged from 
skimming over snow-covered 
fields at 1,000 feet in a helicop­ 
ter to submerging in a swim­ 
ming pool with scuba gear to 
photograph a homemade sub­ 
marine . . . from a multideath 
tragedy caused by an apart­ 
ment house explosion to the 
spiritual experience of a natu­ 
ral childbirth. 
The book reveals* the poetic 
quality of his vision in a quiet, 
misty white winter scene . . . 
cows heading for the barn in a 
rural sunset. . . and a child, ly­ 
ing in the grass, blowing a dan­ 
delion into flying fragments. 
There are unusual camera ang­ 
les such as one down-to-earth 
(literally) 
view 
of 
a 
dis­ 
consolate 
puppy 
retreating 
fro/n a burning home. The 
camera actually was at ground 
level, focused on the approach­ 
ing puppy with the firemen in 
the background fighting the 
blaze. There are heartwarming 
shots like the Little League 
series 
with 
its 
captivating 
youngsters in actions which 
parody the intense seriousness 
of adult players. And there’s 
the stark beauty of composition 
in a scene of ice-encrusted dev­ 
astation which encircles and 
spotlights firemen at work on a 
sinter fire. 
On his foreign assignments, 
Krieble’s camera brings us, 
among other scenes, a starry 
night view of Basil’s Cathedral 
in Moscow’s Red Square; the 
mystery of Stonehenge, where 
Britain’s ancient Druids once 
practiced their sorcery; the 
menacing figure of an East 
Berlin soldier; and the pictu­ 
resque atmosphere of rural 
Spain with a boy delivering 
milk on a donkey. 
A reader’s favorite photo 
may be removed easily from 
the spiral bound book for fram­ 
ing or may be ordered in spe­ 


cial enlargements at a special 
price from the Reporter. In ad­ 
dition, any of the foreign photo­ 
graphs may be ordered in their 
original color print renditions 
for framing. 
“Images” is a book which 
gives visual pleasure and can 
be a model for better photogra­ 
phy. As a photo fan, however, I 
wish it had aided that second 
incentive by providing some in­ 
formation about the pictures, 
the circumstances under which 
they are made, some of the 
problems involved and how 
Krieble solved them so ex­ 
pertly. 
Perhaps some of the ex­ 
pertise might rub off on cam­ 
era fan readers as well as it 
has on Krieble’s son, 12-year- 
old Kelly. The youngster made 
the photo of Krieble used in the 
introduction. I’ve since learned 
that Kelly was only 6 years old, 
fresh out of kindergarten, when 
he. accompanied his dad to a 
high school track meet where 
he shot a roll of pictures and 
the results made a full page of 
pictures in the Reporter. 
“I took an old Nikon S2 with 
the normal 50mm lens and put 
a 36-exposure roU on Tri-X in 
it," Krieble explained. “I set 
the shutter speed at 1-1000 of a 
second, the lens opening at f-11 
and the distance at 15 feet. 
Then I taped the controls so 
they wouldn’t change. 
“I cautioned Kelly to walk 
around carefully and take any 
pictures he liked of the differ­ 
ent events. He had a ball and 
shot 30 pictures. Our sports edi­ 
tor saw the results and ordered 
a full page of pictures. It was 
more than a good stunt — they 
were good pictures.” 


The message I get from that 
experience is Start with time- 
tested rules and techniques and 
THINK YOUNG!

public.” 
Goodyear and Goodrich responded
